(c) Exceptions. This Section my not be construed in
any way to prohibit any injection, incision, acupuncture, or
simlar nedical or dental procedure perforned by a |licensed
health care professional or other person authorized to
performthat procedure. This Section does not prohibit ear
piercing. This Section does not apply to a m nor emanci pated
under the Juvenile Court Act of 1987 or the Emancipation of
Mature M nors Act or by marriage.
